February 20. 1965: Voted 128 Yea 
to 9 Nay to amend the zoning- Bv- 
Law as follows: 

1. Delete Paragraph titled Ani¬ 
mal Hospitals from page 44. 

2. Insert the folowing as Section 
17A on Page 44: 

SECTION 17 A. SPECIAL 
PERMITS 

The Board of Appeals may in an 
appropriate case, by virtue of the 
authority vested in it by statute, 
after public notice and hearing, 
and subject to appropriate condi¬ 
tions and safeguards to he pre¬ 
scribed by tlie' Board of Appeals, 
grant a special permit in harmony 
with the general purpose and in¬ 
tent of this zoning By-Law. No 
special permit shall be granted by 
the Board of Appeals without con¬ 
sidering the effects upon the 
neighborhood and the Town at 
large. A special permit may be 
granted for any of the following: 

(A) ANIMAL HOSPITAL but 
only in Business A and Business B 
areas and with the additional re¬ 
quirements that animal hospitals 
shall lie separate buildings in 
themselves and that no animals 
shall be kept out of the building 
in cages, runs, kennels, or yards.

It has come to my attention that some of the residents are a 
little over zealous in watering their lawns to the extent that other 
residents were not getting any water over the past weekend. 

This happened at a period while there was very little irrigating 
going on. The fact that some people were not getting water in the 
second week in the month of May, indicates that we are in for a 
very rough summer. 

We have received a letter from the Municipal Water Works of 
the City of Springfield requesting that we take the necessary steps 
to carry out the following water restrictions: 

1. That no hose, automatic sprinkler or other means be used 
for watering lawn and garden except on alternate days; the even 
numbered houses and other structures on even days and the odd 
number on odd days from 7 p.m. to 11 p.m. Furthermore, the prac¬ 
tice of allowing sprinklers to operate in such a manner that side¬ 
walks are flooded, the water flowing into the roadways and gutters 
is prohibited. 

2. The use of hose or other means for flushing sidewalks is 
prohibited. 

3. No filling of recirculating type of pools after July 1, 1965. 

4. Reduction of Air Conditioning use to. 10° temperature dif¬ 
ferential. 

5. The Park Department is requested to cmfail the watering of 
park areas and the municipal golf courses and eliminate all drinking 
fountains that are continuous flowing. 

6. The Street Department is requested to cease using water for 
street flushing operations. 

7. The Public Buildings, Fire, Police and School Departments 
are requested to eliminate all drinking fountains that are continuous 
flowing and to repair all defective water fixtures in buildings under 
their control. 

8. Request the School Department to carry on an 
campaign of water conservation for the city's student. 

9. All water users are requested to conserve water by repairing 
leaking faucets and fixtures. 

Again we request that ALL residents of Agawam cooperate in 
this effort in order that everyone can have water, particularly dur¬ 
ing the evening hours.

Many times, no doubt, you have felt that about half of the nation's 
80 million anglers fish your favorite lake or stream. The numbers of 
American fishermen are going to keep growing.^'et some fisher¬ 
men will continue to be quite successful. Why? Because they have 
above average fishing savvy and probably know many fishing 
tricks. Here are some hints which could help you catch more fish. 

First, develop fine casting accuracy. Cast to areas around logs, 
bushes, lilly pads and other “tough spots” that other anglers pass 
up. Many times you’ll find unfished water even in “heavily fished” 
lakes or streams. To prevent snags, keep a supply of weedless lures, 
such as the ABU-Reflex weedless, in your tackle box. You’ll be sur¬ 
prised at the number of fish lurking in rough-to-reach areas. 

Like to bottom fish from shore? Many times fish will drop bait 
when they feel a sinker. You can fish with an unweighted line. Make 

a loop near the end of your line nrv- •yr - 

and slide it through an old hex- 

agonal nut.

Aid for Freshmen 

Boston 

Northeastern University has de¬ 
signed an insurance plan for po¬ 
tential dropouts.
